An  addition  to  the  literature  of 
the  Kingston  Historical  Society  has 
been  made  In  the  presentation  to  it 
I  of  a  copy  of  "Our  Ansley  Family," 
which  covers  the  settlement  and  later 
spread  of  this  old  Loyalist  family  with 
its  six  sons,  all  of  whom  were  in  tlie 
service  from  1775  to  1783. 

The  establishment  of  the  family  of 
Amos  Ansley  In  Kingston,  and  that  of 
I  his  brothers  Ozias  and  Daniel  in  New 
Brunswick,  and  of  two  other  brothers 
in  Pennsylvania,  with  the  full  lines  of 
descent  from  each  of  them  is  given  in 
detail,  and  covers  family  records  to  a 
comparatively  recent  date. 

A  feature  of  the  book,  wtoich  has  re- 
ceived high  commendation,  is  the 
chapter  entitled  "The  Story  of  the 
Loyalists",  which  covers  in  an  un- 
prejudiced and  disinterested  manner 
the  conditions  existing  at  the  time, 
and  upon  which  the  writer  has  per- 
sonally stated  his  purpose  of  showing 
I  the.  present  generations  the  story  of 
the  "other"  side,  as  such  is  practically 
unknown  to  the  young  people  of  to- 
day. 

The  writer,  Harold  Ansley  Davidson^ 
for  many  years  a  resident  of  Jenkin- 
town,  Pa.,  is  a  great  grandson  of 
Amos,  grandson  of  his  son  Samuel, 
who  was  bom  at  Battersea.  His  pa- 
ternal grandmother  Catlierine  Middle- 
ton  was  sister  to  a  well  known 
Kingston  man,  Captain  James  Mid- 
dleton,  whose  sons  made  the  home  of 
writer  in  Brooklyn  their  headquarters 
upon  their  beginning  business  in  New 
York.  Mr.  Davidson  was  a  banker 
and  financial  man  in  New  York  and 
elsewhere  many  years,  and  is  now  de- 
voting his  full  time  to  genealogical 
studied.

Sscmel  Pxisloy  enlisrbed  in  the  2nd  Batt.,  King^s  Hoyal  neg3.inerrt  of 
New  York  in  Ihy,  1?80.  ^^^g  ■served  xdth  his  battalion  at  Garleton  Island,  Oswego  and 
loLngston,  in  which  latter  place  he  received  his  discharge  of  2h  June,  1701;«  During 
the  rest  of  that  summer  he  wac  employed  as  a  carpenter  in  building  a  sawudll  at 
the  raoutli  of  liLll  GirGek  (now  Mill  haven),  lo  was  the  raan  who  drew  your  farra  lot  in 
that  same  smiimer,  As  far  as  is  known,  he  never  married.   At  least,  there  ±p  no  record 
of  a  wife  or  f aiiiLly, 

Both  Aisleys  may  have  been  from  the  Ibhawi:  Valley,  where  an  ilnsley, 
or  Enslen,   as  it  was  sometiiaes  spelled,  Biilip  Ekr^y,   an  early  settler  in  the  Com- 
wall  area,  married  SLiBabeth,  daughter  of  Gilbert   Aisley  and  Gathariiie  :Ulioon, 
Gilbert  was  an  imwigi'fint  to  Ifew  York  State  in  the  17U0*s,  having  come  from  Qigland, 
Cdlbert  settled  on  the  estate  of  Sir  VJHliam  Johnson,   and  he  and  hiJ5  brothers  were 
Tories,   (..ere  these  brothers  SairaGl  and  .'inos?) 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Ansleys  wJio  donated  that  land  were  descend- 
ants of  either  Samiel  or  Anos,   although  they  may  have  had  the  saioe  ancestry.  Because 
of  the  initial  »0»,   I  think  I  have  another  ancestry  for  your  people.  The  name  is 
very  likely  OZIAS,   a  most  peculiar  one,  which  may  have  been  handed  down  the  gener- 
ations.

The  Loyalist  family  of  -Ansley  originally  settled  on  the  1-fohawk  River  prior  to  the 
American  Revolution,  PVom  this  location,   four  sons  settled  in  Sussex  County, 
N,  J,  Two  of  these  went  to  Nova  Scotia  as  Loyalist  refugees.  The  remaining 
two  moved  into  the  Penn  lands  in  Western  Pennsylvania, 

TvTo  younger  sons  went  to  Kingston,    Ontario,    as  Loyalists,  >7hile  the  daughters 
married  New  York   State  farmers. 

Representatives  of  this  family  are  found  in  Canada,   New  York,   IiHLsconsin,    Cali- 
fornia and  Pennsylvania, 

Family  tradition  shows  the  father  of  these  children  to  be  CzLlbert    (sometimes  called 
John,   o:^  John  Gilbert)   iinsley,    a  native  of  England,  who  carae  to  America  about 
1755  to  1760,   and  located  in  Eastern  New  York,   near  Johnstown,  in  the  present 
Pulton  County, 

Gilbert  married  in  England,   his  wife's  name  being  /QLlison,  Her  brother,   Robert 
Allison,  was  a  prominent  man  in  the  settlement  of  the  western  districts  of 
New  Jersey,    and  becane  a  large  landholder  and  Justice  in  Sussex  County  during 
the  period  before  the  War, 

Gilbert  had  ten  children,  the  youngest  being  born  in  1762.  It  is  not  known 
when  (S-lbert  died,  but  old  letters  show  his  wife  to  have  lived  until  I816, 
Their  children  were:

These  daughters  remained  in  New  York  State  and  married  farmers  in 
Tryon  County,  Of  these,    Elizabeth  (1753-l8o8)  married  Philip 
Empie   (see  BriDie  file), 

Ansley  (1757-1830),   one  of  the  sons  of  Gilbert  Ansley,   married  Christina 
l^bl-iLchael  in  New  York  State  in  I780,  He  served  x-zith  the  British  Forces  under 
General  Hamilton  at  Fort  St,  Vibcent  as  a  carpenter,  where  he  was  csptured. 
He  managed  to  make  his  way  to  Canada,    and  eventually  settled  at  Kingston, 
The  land  records  of  the  Counties  of  Fulton  and  Montgomery,  New  York  State, 
show  that  in  1793  he  deeded  lands  in  Kingsborough  and  Sacandaga  Patents  to 
a  resident  of  Johnstom,  Presumably  this  was  land  once  held  by  his  parents. 
Government  records  show  many  activities  upon  his  part,  together  in.th.  increased 
land  holdings  which  indeed  seemed  to  be  characteristic  of  the  times  and  con- 
ditions. Under  a  British  r-uling  the  children  of  soldiers  were  entitled  to  a 
land  grant  upon  majority,    and.  we  find  that  each  of  his  many  children  filed 
their  applications  in  his  name,   Amos  was  active  in  the  organization  of  St, 
George's  Church  in  Kingston,    and  its  books  show  the  baptisms,  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  of  his  children,   of  whom  there  Xirere  eight,  Vfi.th  the  other 
pioneers  of  the  district  he  suffered  intense  hardships  in  that  new  and  in- 
clement land,    and  like  them  was  dependent  for  several  years  upon  the  food 
supplies   administered  by  the  British  Government, 

Old  letters  and  family  records  show  a  fairly  complete  story  of  the  growth  of 
the  family  life  at  Kingston.    An  interesting  narrative  is  to  the  effect  that 
while  on  a  hunting  trip  vrith  his  oldest  son,    Daniel,   he  discovered  a  waterfall

and  a  natural  dam  which  indicated   a  som*ce  of  great  water  power.  They  cut  a 
road  thjrough  the  forest,  made  a  rough  dam  of  logs  and  brought  their  families 
to  live   at  the  location.  They  built   a  saw  mill   and  a  rough  house  of  plank 
which  served  the  family  for  many  years  until  a  larger  one  of  boards  was 
erected,E2££  For  some  time  after  their  location,   in  I817,  in  this  wilderness 
the  nearest  neighbor  was  four  miles   away.  They  called  the  location  i\nsley's 
I'H.lls,    and  by  some  mischance  did  not  gain  title  to  the  property  so  that  after 
a  period  of  years  when  their  settlement  had  grovm  and  become  knovrn  as  Batter- 
sea,  they  left  the  old  house   and  located  in  another  part  of  the  district, 

-At  the  Battersea  settlement  many  of  the  children  of  Atios  lived  and  those  of 
Daniel  born,    and  family  tales  and  traditions  refer  generally  to  the  life  here, 
Anos  died  in  I83O  and  with  his  son,   Daniel,  was  biiried  near  their  home, 

-Christina  I-'bliichael,   the  wife  of  Mos,    and  the  mother  of  his  children  died  in 
l83U,  VJhile  on  a  visit  to  their  daughter,    Aine,  vjife  of  Rev,   A.  F,   Atkinson, 
who  VTas  then  a  Curate  at  Chrish  Church,   Montreal,    she  was   suddenly  stricken 
with  a  contagious  disease   and  lived  only  one  d^  after  arrival.   She  vxas  buried 
in  the  Dorchester  and  Papineau  Avenue  Cemetery  at  Ibntreal, 
Letters  from  Anos  to  his  brother  Ozias  refer  to  the  education  of  his  son  at 
the  University  of  Edinburgh,    Scotland,    and  also  mention  his  attendance  at  the 
funeral  of  his  mother  in  I816, 

This  branch  of  the   Aisley  family  had  two  decided  characteristics  in  feqture 
and  appearance.  The  descent  from  Araos  and  that  of  his  brothers  show  a  large 
and  generally  heavy  build,   high  color,  light  hair,  blue  eyes,    such  prevailing 
as  the  general  Ansley  type.   Christina,   his  wife,  was  of  a  different  type  and 
temr)erament,    and  has  bequeathed  to  many  of  her  descendants  her  dark  brown  or 
black  eyes,    auburn  hair,   quick  manner  of  speech,    and  her  executive  ability. 
In  Many  of  the  families  of  her  grandchildren  will  be  found  the  Jinsley  blond 
lATith  blue  eyes  and  light  hair  and  high  color,  while  a  brother  or  sister  will 
show  dark  brown  eyes,    auburn  or  red  hair,    and  quick  temper.   Christina  was  the 
"redheaded  Grandmother,  "  which  tradition  and  story  have  carried  to  the  present 
generation.
